The meetin g was prompted by 
the recen t d isappearan ce of 
a 
bicycle from police head quarters. 
The bicycle was picked up from 
a yard where it had been report­ 
ed lyin g for several d ays. The 
pick-up was n oted on the police 
blotter. 
Several weeks later, a man ar­ 
rived at the police station an d 
claim ed the bicycle belon ged to 
his son . Officers looked for the 
bicycle an d failed to fin d It. They 
searched the blotter, an d foun d 
n o record of the bicycle 
bein g 
released to an yon e. 
Chief Ralph Hamlin said this 
in d icated to him 
that

had claimed the bicycle, an d that 
someon e had failed to record the 
release of the item.

The fan taMuaily small toll of human life 
exacted by hurrican e Carla, even when the 
» form wa« at its height shows that men have 
come a lon g way toward circumven tin g, if n ot 
tamin g, the vvild est forces of n ature. 
On ly a relatively few years ago, such a hur­ 
rican e would have been expected to kill man y 
hun d red ? or thousan d s. That Carla’s d estruc­ 
tiven ess IS almost en tirely limited to property 
d amage is tribute to the skill an d d ed ication 
of the weathermen —the meteorologists, the 
pilot.?, the rad ar watchers—who followed the 
storm every min ute from its birth iwmewhere 
in the Caribbean . 
It is also a tribute to the people of the 
stricken areas themselves, who stoically car­ 
ried out the largest mass migration in our 
hi« tory with a lack of con fusion that would 
he un believable had v^e n ot all seen it hapi'en . 
Not least, it is a tribute to the efficien cy of 
•State an d local officials, the police an d Na­ 
tion al Guard an d those man > n ameless work­ 
ers of the Red Cross an d other organ ization s 
who are alwavs on han d at a time of em er­ 
gen cy. 
Fin ally, perhaps, the story of hurrican e 
Carla is a tribute to the poten tialities which 
resid e in in d ivid ual human bein g« an d in the 


human race—the poten tialities of quiet cour­ 
age. self-sacrifice an d co-of)eration . Cn fortun - 
ately, on ly d irest n ecessity seems to he ah!# 
to brin g them out to their fullest 
But it is 
hearten in g to kn ow they are there. 
Most of us n aturally are than kful that we 
d id n ot have to go through the same test. 
Vet. in a way. it is hard er to be a passive 
observer of a tragic human d ram a than it is 
to be actuaUy in volved . Compassion for our 
fellow men an d fellow citizen s—but with n o 
way to express that compassion in active 
help—i.s fn istratin g. 
'ihere will, however, be on e way all of u? 
ran help. The fin an cial cost of Carla, an d it 
will l>e tremen d ous, will take man y weeks to 
total up. 
It goes without .sayin g that a floixl of d on a­ 
tion s from all over the country will meet the 
apt>eal for emergen cy fun d s 
Various govern ­ 
men tal agen cies will aid in the lon g-ran ge 
rebuild in g aspects. 
But if we kn ow the }veople of Texas, they 
will boun ce hack in short ord er in a l>ootstrap 
fashion that will d emon strate again that their 
prid e in bein g called Texan s is n ot just a 
chamber of commerce slogan 
It would take 
a iOt more than Carla to flatten them.
